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Protest on 
pylon bid 
in line for 
huge boost 

CAMPAIGNERS FIGHT¬ 
ING plans which could see 
pylons built across Oswestry 
and the borders were given a 
massive boost this week. 

Shropshire Council is set 
to formally oppose any 
pylons being built in the 
county as part of a scheme to 
transfer power from wind 
farms in Mid Wales to the 
national grid in Shropshire. 

The council will also tell 
National Grid that if it 
insists on running the cables 
through Shropshire, they 
must run underground. 

National Grid wants to 
build a substation in Mid 
Wales to collect the energy 
from the wind farms and a 
400,000 volt line carrying 
power to Shropshire. It is 
now carrying out the first 
stage of public consultation. 

At its meeting next 
Wednesday, Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet members 
will discuss the council’s 
response to the consulta¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Mai Price, cab¬ 
inet member for planning, 
said: “Shropshire is a rural 
county where the attractive 
rural landscape makes a sig¬ 
nificant contribution to the 
economy. 

“The impact of a 400kv 
overhead line connection is 
considered to be signifi¬ 
cantly detrimental to this 
and Shropshire Council 
would object on these 
grounds to any overhead line 
solution.” 

Trial is due 
on murders 

A 59-YEAR-OLD Shrop¬ 
shire man was due to stand 
trial today accused of killing 
three men 17 years ago. 

Robin Stanislaw Ligus, 
originally from Shrewsbury, 
was charged in September 
last year with the murders of 
Trevor Bradley, Brian Coles 
and Bernard Czyzewska fol¬ 
lowing a cold case review. 

Mr Bradley, 53, of Ludlow, 
was found in a burned-out 
car near Melverley, Oswes¬ 
try, in April 1994. The body 
of Mr Coles, 57, was found 
six months later at his home 
near Whitchurch, while Mr 
Czyzewska, 36, of Shrews¬ 
bury, was found in the River 
Severn in 1994. 

The trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court is due to last 
several weeks. 


Clubhouse plans 


AMBITIOUS PLANS have been 
revealed for a new clubhouse develop¬ 
ment at Llanymynech Golf Club. 

The plans - at the club where former 
world number one Ian Woosnam 
started his career - will be on display in 
the current clubhouse until the end of 
the month. 

Two separate plans have been 
drawn up for one and two storey facili¬ 
ties at the course, which is split by 
Offa’s Dyke and is the only golf course 
where you can play in two countries 
during one round of golf. One of the 
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plans involves the construction of sep¬ 
arate stewards’ accommodation along 
with five twin stay-and-play rooms. 

Club members have been invited to 
inspect the plans and will then be 
asked to attend an extraordinary 
annual meeting to decide which route 
to take. The plans have been drawn up 
as part of a long-term exercise which 
should see developments beginning by 
the end of 2012.

“The development will be project- 
managed to the benefit of the members 
and the opportunity is there for all 
members to have their input,” said sec¬ 
retary Howard Jones. 

“The overall cost will be determined 
by the route the members decide.” 

The plans were boosted last month 
when it was announced that the club 
had managed to complete the purchase 
of the golf course five years ahead of 
schedule. Once the preferred option is 
decided the plans will go Powys 
County Council for approval.

MARINA BID HIT 
BY FUNDS CRISIS 


PLANS FOR an iconic marina development on 
the edge of Oswestry have stalled after a fund¬ 
ing bid was rejected. 

Developers behind the scheme for the canal at Queen’s 
Head had hoped to attract cash from the newly-formed 
Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP). 


But the LEP has now lost out 
on a £36million bid to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Regional Growth 
Fund, delivering a blow to the 
marina plans. 

Bosses at Shropshire firm Morris 
Leisure say their ambitious plans 
included a marina for canal boats 
and a five star touring caravan park. 

The firm has bought 25 acres of 
canalside land for the development 
next to the Montgomery Canal and 
Aston Nature Reserve. 

The area is listed as a Site of Spe¬ 
cial Scientific Interest. 

Setback 

Edward Goddard, Morris 
Leisure’s managing director, said: 
“We have been working and con¬ 
sulting closely with British Water¬ 
ways, Montgomery Canal 
Restoration Trust, Shropshire 
Council and other interested parties 
and the news is a huge setback. 

“But we are already looking at 
whether we should go for a phase 
two submission so this is not the end 
for us. But it is a setback. 

“This area has already been iden¬ 
tified in the Local Plan as an ideal 
location for an iconic leisure devel¬ 
opment. ” 

Morris Leisure is already well 
known in the caravan industry 
through its ownership of four high 
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quality caravan parks in Shropshire 
and Snowdonia. 

As a result of the funding refusal 
Shirehall leaders are voicing “grave 
concern” that rural areas of Shrop¬ 
shire are not getting a fair funding 
deal from government. 

The Shropshire Council Cabinet 
is next week expected to approve a 
“strong lobbying campaign” 
through county MPs and business 
leaders in an attempt to get more 
economic aid. 

The LEP is now considering lob¬ 
bying government, as well as explor¬ 
ing the viability of re-submitting 
any of the unsuccessful bids to 
round two of the RGF. The deadline 
for submitting bids is July 1. 

Councillor Mike Owen, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s Cabinet member for 
economic growth and prosperity, 
said: “We are extremely disap¬ 
pointed that the LEP’s bid for 
Regional Growth Fund money was 
unsuccessful and we want the Gov¬ 
ernment to recognise that rural 
areas such as Shropshire and the 
Marches can also make a real impact 
on enterprise creation and private 
sector job growth.”

ONE MAN remains in cus¬ 
tody and another is on bail 
after an Oswestry pensioner 
died a month after being 
attacked in his own home. 

Charles Green, 87, of 
Ambleside Road, died last 
Thursday in the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital after 
being seriously injured dur¬ 
ing a break-in during the 
early hours of May 2. 

Daniel Keeble, of no fixed 
abode, will appear at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on July 25 for a plea and case 
management hearing. 

He first appeared before 
magistrates on May 24 
charged with entering the 
property as a trespasser on 
May 2 where he was alleged 
to have stolen a passport, 
bank savings book and 
paperwork and have sub¬ 
jected Mr Green to violence. 

A second man aged 23, 
who was arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the offence, is cur¬ 
rently on police bail pending 
further investigations. 

Mr Green’s son Terry 
spoke of his sadness at his 
death. “All the members of 
the family are so sad to lose 
our father, grandfather and 
great-grandfather,” he said. 

And grandson Lee Davies 
said: “He was a very loving 
man to all his family.” 

Police said investigations 
were continuing and a post 
mortem result was awaited. 
They have renewed their 
appeal for information.

The awards scheme has 
been set up to source funds 
for social entrepreneurs. 

“I have arranged a project 
to build a recycled green 
building from plastic bottles 
and recycled materials at my 
children’s school. 

“Wood has been collected 
and 700 two-litre plastic bot¬ 
tles,” said Rachel. 

“Wood has been donated 
from local businesses, par¬ 
ents have offered donations 
and time and the Tudor 
Griffiths company has 
offered their support. 

She added: “The children 
are involved in the design 
process. 

“The finished building 
will house manufacturing 
by-products for free imagi¬ 
native play. 

“My ambition is to repli¬ 
cate this project in several 
primary schools in the 
Oswestry area. 

“I want to give these ‘rub¬ 
bish’ piles new life in my 
community by helping peo¬ 
ple understand that you do 
not have to spend £50 in 
Argos to have fun with your 
children.” 

Rachel plans to get the 
Morda scheme started in 
early July and completed by 
the time the children return 
to school after the summer 
holidays.

“According to the police 
the violence at night has 
dropped and I think it is 
down to the pubs standing 
together and people know¬ 
ing they are banned. 

“People are now starting 
to behave better.” 

Shropshire Councillor Bill 
Benyon said: “It is a good 
idea to include supermar¬ 
kets and restaurants. Any¬ 
body who sells alcohol 
should be involved. 

“The Pubwatch seems to 
have got off the ground. It is 
a deterrent to people who 
misbehave. It is a good thing 
for the town.” 

Councillor Benyon said 
that Oswestry was not the 
only town that had problem 
drinkers. “People like drink¬ 
ing everywhere,” he said. 

There are currently 26 
members in the Pubwatch 
and a meeting is held once a 
month. 

Members are hoping to 
invite guest speakers to 
their meetings each month, 
such as the council and 
Oswestry Chamber of Com¬ 
merce.

Scouts turn to 
PM in plea for 
aid after raid 

YOUNGSTERS FROM an Oswestry area scout group have gone right 
to the top in appealing for help after their headquarters was ran¬ 
sacked by intruders. 

They have written to Prime Minister David Cameron asking him to 
help track down the culprits. 

The hut, in Station Road, Gobowen, was targeted by yobs who caused more than £800 
damage. The door was forced open and thieves took a PA system valued at £500. Leaders 
also discovered four Swiss army knives were missing. 

Cupboards and rooms were left in a mess after the intruders carried out a big search of 
the premises, leaving crafts, pencils and paper scattered over the floor. Now the youngsters 
have written letters to Mr Cameron asking for him to help find those responsible. 

Brenda Cassidy, group scout leader, said of the raid:

“The beavers, who are aged between six years old and 
eight years old, were quite upset. 

“They were very sad to see the mess. I have got them to 
write letters to the Prime Minster. ” 

She added: “They have written to say please can you help 
us find the people who did this.” 

Costly 

The scout group has about 60 youngsters and 10 leaders 
involved and is self-funding. 

Mrs Cassidy said: “I don’t know what they thought we 
had in the scout hut and whatever they took they took from 
the children. It is the lowest of the low.” 

Scout leaders will be meeting next week to see if they can 
afford to replace the PA system. 

Mrs Cassidy said: “It is debatable if we can replace the 
sound system. They are very costly.” 

Shropshire Councillor Steve Charmley said: “This really 
is a great shame. 

“Gobowen Scout Group is a great community group that 
provides life skills for all its members. 

“I am currently helping the group find some funding to 
repair the damage. 

“Those responsible should be thoroughly ashamed of 
their actions and realise the distress that they have caused.” 

The break-in was discovered when people turned up for 
their annual meeting and the incident is thought to have 
happened between May 19 and 20.

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Problem solved as rail 
chiefs sort out crossing 


MOBILITY SCOOTER USERS in Oswestry are 
back on track - after railway chiefs helped 
save them from being left stranded on a 
crossing. 

Disability campaigners contacted Oswestry 
Town Council calling for action after several 
scooter users, including the town’s former 
mayor Margaret Chamberlain, reported their 
scooter wheels were getting stuck between the 
railway lines on Coney Green. 

The problem left them stranded halfway across the cross¬ 
ing and having to call for help to free themselves. 

But now Nigel Davies, chairman of Cambrian Heritage 
Railways, says he has created a route across one side of the 
track with a wooden structure. 

The covering is made of wood with rubber on top and is 
secured in place with nails. It was installed on Tuesday and 
covers the gaps in the rails. 

Alleviate 

It will now be monitored for the next couple of months. 

Mr Davies said: “We have done something temporary 
that will allow the railway to operate. 

“We have set a route up for people to go along on one side 
of the crossing. 

“We have constructed specific structures to allow for the 
covering of the rail and the edges.” 

He said he had identified 11 specific gaps that will be cov¬ 
ered on the days when the trains are not in operation. 

He said: “The railway is helping as best we can to allevi¬ 
ate the problem for the public.” 

Oswestry and District Access Group chairwoman Angela 
Bright said it was great news. 

“It sounds positive and they have reacted very quickly. 
You can’t have vulnerable people stuck on a railway line. I 
am grateful for all the support we have had in this.” 

Shropshire Councillor Martin Bennett said: “I am happy 
with the temporary solution and I hope it turns out to be a 
permanent solution. 

“It is also encouraging that the reaction of the Cambrian 
Heritage Railways is so positive.” 

Steve Oakley, Shropshire Council highways manager, 
said: “We have received a letter raising the issue from 
Oswestry Town Council, sent on behalf of Oswestry Access 
Group. 

“We have shared these concerns with the Cambrian Rail¬ 
way Society which is responsible for the crossing. We under¬ 
stand that the issue will be raised at the next board meeting 
and are awaiting a response.”

Mr Pritchard said Mr 
Morgan had opened his own 
garage, Sarn Garage in New¬ 
town. He sold the business 
and started driving, working 
for Pentons of Oswestry. 


AN OSWESTRY barber, photogra¬ 
pher and artist has added another 
string to his bow - that of writer. 

Julian D Bound’s new novel, The 
Geisha and The Monk, was inspired by 
two of his huge oil paintings. 

One, The Geisha, hangs in his bar¬ 
ber’s shop, The Barber Shop 2, in 
Oswestry.

The first part tells the story of 
Momoko from the suburbs of Kyoto 
and her training as a geisha in Tokyo 
and the second follows Tenzin, born in 
a small Tibetan village in the foothills 
of the Himalayas, and schooled for life 
as a Buddhist monk. 

As the 20th century dawns, and both 
have reached the age of 24, they are 
destined to meet. The third part of the 
novel reveals how they discover the 
causes for the special union their souls 
hold. 

Mr Bound had a London publisher 
interested but plans to print it fell 
through as the recession started to bite 
in 2009. But now The Geisha and The 
Monk is available for sale at www.ama¬ 
zon. co.uk for downloading on Kindle 
and Kindle applications for PCs, Mac, 
iPhone and iPad at a cost of £2.88. 

Although the book has only been 
available on the internet for a week, 
there has already been sales in both the 
UK and USA. 

Born in Oswestry, Mr Bound, 41,

opened his own hairdressers, The Bar¬ 
ber Shop in Oswestry in 1996. 

“I had always been interested in the 
East and in Buddhism and in 2001, I 
sold the shop and my house and car and 
went off to Thailand,” he said.

unteer worker in an orphanage. But in 
2006 he returned to Oswestry to pur¬ 
sue his interest in painting and writing 
and in 2009 opened The Barber Shop 2. 
Mr Bound also works as a photojour¬ 
nalist and covered the riots in Bangkok 
and, this year, the unrest in Cairo.

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Chance to 
join huge 
survey of 
wildlife 

RSPB CYMRU is asking 
people in the Welshpool area 
to stakeout their gardens for 
an hour this week, for the 
UK’s largest summer 
wildlife survey. 

And this year, as well as 
common garden birds, the 
wildlife charity is interested 
in creatures that are associ¬ 
ated with water, such as 
frogs, newts and toads. 

Thousands of people will 
keep their eyes peeled for 
wild visitors as part of the 
RSPB’s Make Your Nature 
Count, running until June 
12 . 

The RSPB is particularly 
concerned about how the 
early dry weather has 
affected wildlife and wants 
to highlight how important 
access to water is for many 
creatures. 

As well as asking about 
adult birds and chicks, the 
charity wants to know about 
frogs, toads, great nested 
newts, stag beetles and even 
bats and snakes. 

It will be the first time the 
RSPB has asked people to 
survey some of these crea¬ 
tures and will help produce a 
snapshot of how the species 
are doing. 

Lara Hallett, RSPB 
Cymru Communications 
Officer said: “This survey 
also helps the RSPB see 
which species are thriving 
and which might need our 
help.”

THIS IS how Oswes¬ 
try’s long-awaited 
new youth centre will 
look. 

The Myplace £2.85million 
building will replace the for¬ 
mer Centre North West in 
Oak Street. 

The first brick is due to be 
laid on the site today with 
the completed centre 
expected to open in about 12 
months time. 

It will provide state-of-the 
art facilities for Oswestry’s 
young people, funded by var¬ 
ious Government grants. 

Funding 

Centre North West was 
closed in May last year 
because of the state of the 
building, which had pro¬ 
vided the town’s youth with 
a meeting place and facilities 
for 40 years. 

But it was feared that 
plans to replace the centre 
would not come to fruition 
when the scheme fell foul of 
the Government’s spending 
review last autumn. 

However, there was better 
news earlier this year as 
funding for the project was 
found. 

Oswestry’s Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Cynthia Hawksley, 
said today: “The town coun¬ 
cil has been concerned at the 
delay, but we are delighted 
that progress is now being 
made to provide such an excellent facility in 
Oswestry.” 

Once complete, the energy-efficient cen¬ 
tre will provide rooms for local musicians 
looking for practise space, ramps and skate¬ 
board equipment which will be used inside 
and outside the building, and provide a new 


home for the town’s St John’s Ambulance 
Group. 

Advice 

There will also be a large coffee bar and 
kitchen, and young people will be able to 
speak to staff who can give advice on 


careers, housing and much more. Local 
young people had been involved in the 
design of the new building and were keen to 
incorporate many “green” features. 

They will include energy-saving elements 
such as roof windows to promote air circula¬ 
tion, removing the need for expensive air 


conditioning. It will also have a striking roof 
garden. 

Adrianne Piers, one of the young people 
involved in the project from the beginning, 
said: “I think this is a fantastic moment. I 
can’t believe the first brick is soon going to 
belaid. I can’t wait to see it open.”

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Forget wolves, as 
Derek stays loyal 



THE BIG clubs came looking 
for him, of course. Wolves, 
Doncaster, Wrexham and 
endless Shropshire teams 
wanted Derek Stokes to shore 
up their defence. 

But the one-club man was happier 
clearing the muck from the cow field 
pitch at St Martins than he would have 
been under the floodlights of Molineux. 
So he said no. 

Today, the player-cum-secretary- 
cum-treasurer-cum-kit washer-cum- 
groundsman has few regrets from his 
near 60 years in sport. 

He started as a boy, back in 1952, 
with St Martins Juniors, when he was 
13. “I suppose I’ve always been a keen 
sportsman, all through primary school 
and secondary school we won trophies 
at sport. I was always more into sports 
than academia.” 

Skills 

Derek played for Oswestry Boys’ 
High School, pitting his skills against 
grammar school teams from Welling¬ 
ton, Newport and other nearby towns. 

“On Saturdays, I used to bike from 
home, at St Martins, at 8am to Oswes¬ 
try. Then we’d take the coach to 
another school. Afterwards, we’d all be 
bought back to St Martins and I’d get 
on my bike and go to play for St Martins 
in the afternoon. I used to play twice a 
day every Saturday.” 

The St Martins youth team stuck 
together and won many trophies in the 
Oswestry Minor League. At the age of 
17, Derek and his team mates joined an 
adult league, the Whitchurch League, 
and were crowned champions at their 
first attempt. 

“We won it. We played as a reserve 
team, but we finished first. After that, I 
went into the first team. ” And he stayed 
and stayed and stayed. 

He became secretary in 1968 and, 
though there weren’t managers back in 
those days, it fell to him to organise 
transport, make sure people turned up, 
talk tactics and devise game plans. 

“There were lots of times when I 
could have gone somewhere else,” he 
says. “But I loved St Martins. 

“As a boy, I remember playing on a 
cow field. Before the match, on a Satur¬ 
day, I’d have to clear the cows off the 
pitch then go round with the spade and 
wheelbarrow, clearing all the muck. I 
still mark out the pitch now. Each sea¬ 
son, I drive in my van to Cheshire to col¬ 
lect a tonne of pitch marker; it lasts for 
the year. 

“As long as I remember I’ve been 
marking out the pitch. I take the goal 
posts down and my wife, Susan, washes 
the football kit. 

“She’s been doing that for 30 years. 
She detests football with a passion, but 
she doesn’t mind if it helps me. She 
comes to all the functions. She keeps on 
saying to me ‘you can retire now’. When 
I was 50, she said ‘You can retire now’, 
when I was 60 she said the same thing, 
and she said the same when I was 70. 

“I don’t know, I look forward to the 
season to end but then I look forward to 
it starting all over again. 

“I wonder whether I can carry on 
doing it all, looking after the referees

and their hospitality, marking out the 
pitch and making sure everything’s in 
order.” 

It could have been so much differ¬ 
ent, had Derek’s eyes been turned by 
the offer of riches and glory elsewhere. 
He played for Shropshire youth, at 
right back, left back and centre back, 
as well as for the Shropshire seniors. 

Spotted 

“The one disappointment I had was 
in the late 50s. We were playing Birm¬ 
ingham FA at Aston Villa under flood¬ 
lights; that would have been 
something because in the 50s there 
were no lights anywhere else. To have 
been at AVFC would have been amaz¬ 
ing, but it was cancelled and we played 
at Leek Town. 

“I was spotted by Wolves in the 50s 
and was supposed to go for trials. 
Then, at the last minute, I received a 
letter from Stan Cullis saying an old 
teacher of his from Cleobury Mortimer 
had heard that I’d signed from Bolton, 
so I didn’t have to go. Nothing of the 
sort had happened. I went again after¬ 
wards, I was supposed to go and just 


look around. When I got to Wolves, Bill 
Shorthouse asked me if I’d taken my 
boots because they’d got a game. He 
was going to put me on the coach and 
get me into the A team, but I’d been 
told not to take my boots.” 

Wrexham and Doncaster came in for 
him, but Derek resisted their advances. 
He also turned down other Shropshire 
teams. 

“I was happy at St Martins, why 
would I have gone elsewhere. The other 
clubs in Shropshire? It was nice of them 
to ask, but I was happy where I was. I 
wanted to stick with St Martins and 
just enjoy it.” 

Unsurprisingly, Derek is the longest 
serving member of St Martins FC, 
although not the oldest. 

“The chairman, Terry Ellis, is a little 
bit older. We played in the same teams, 
back in the day, he was a good right 
winger. I’ve been on the committee a 
lot longer, Terry came in later. 

“I keep thinking I’ll have to take 
someone round and show them what I 
do, I can’t go on forever. But they keep 
asking me to carry on and I don’t want 
to let them down.”

the parents of St Martins, Gobowen 
and Weston Rhyn have a choice, either 
to support Rhyn Park and re-site Ifton 
Heath or keep Ifton Heath open. This 
action would result in the loss of a sec¬ 
ondary school. The differences 
between the schools are: 

Ifton Heath was built in around 1914.

Hopes new signs 
will help tourism 


THOUSANDS OF pounds has r 
been ploughed into a project to 
help point tourists in the right 
direction in Oswestry.

Improve 

Town signs are currently blue with silver 
writing but the new ones will be black and 
white to clearly mark out tourist spots. 

Betty Gull, chairman of Oswestry Border¬ 
land Tourism Ltd, said: “For years we have 
been trying to improve signs in Oswestry. 

“People who can’t see very well can’t read 
what the current signs say. 

“Now there won’t be so many mystified 
people wandering around the town. 

“I am looking forward to it with great 
anticipation as they Eire much needed. It will 
help with the town’s tourism.” 

It has previously been agreed by the local 
joint committee to approve £10,000 towards 
the cost of replacing the town centre mark¬ 
ers. 

The final project costs Eire estimated to be 
£22,500 and officials Eire continuing to look 
to other sources for extra cash. 

Shropshire Councillor Martin Bennett 
said: “There will be about a dozen new signs 
and they will be pointing out certain Eireas 
and giving tourists information for Eireas 
including the parish church and major visi¬ 
tor destinations. 

“We are now moving into the final hurdles 
of the project. We are making all the 
arrangements and ordering the signs ready 
to put them in place. We are hoping to get 
them installed in the next three months.”

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Town tributes for 
business stalwart 


TRIBUTES HAVE been paid to one 
of Welshpool’s best known busi¬ 
nessmen. 

Mervyn Evans died last week after 50 
years of owning and running businesses in 
the town. 

He owned The Pinewood Bakery since its 
opening in 1961 and also the next door 
Pinewood Tavern, in Broad Street. 

Mr Evans, who was 86, was regarded as 
one of the most respected and well-known 
businessmen in Powys, also running a suc¬ 
cessful catering firm in the 1970s.

Respected 

She said: “My thoughts and those of all 
the town’s residents are with the Evans 
family on what is a very sad occasion for 
Welshpool. 

“He was extremely well-liked and 
respected and one of the most well-known 
men in the town and I am sure everybody 
will be thinking of him and the family. ” 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP, said 
he had known Mr Evans for years and had 
also traded cattle with him. 

He said: “This is very sad news, he was 
an absolute institution and today it feels 
like a part of my childhood has gone. 

“I spent many a day having a coffee in 
The Blue Cafe as The Pinewood was known 
in those days and knew Merv very well. 

“We also bought and sold a lot of cattle to 
each other throughout our farming days 
and he will be sadly missed by everybody. I 
will pass on my thoughts to the family.” 

Mr Evans died at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital on June 2.

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Axe talks waste of 
money.savs school 


GOVERNORS AT a school saved 
from the threat of the axe have hit 
out at Powys County Council, 
saying consultation to close it 
was a waste of time and money. 

Barbara Jessop, chairman of gover¬ 
nors at Castle Caereinion Primary 
School, near Welshpool, said the school 
always knew that pupil numbers were 
healthy and were not going to be under 
guidelines which would mark it for pos¬ 
sible closure. 

She said the council’s consultation into 
closing the school had used up time, 
money and effort, as well as worrying par¬ 
ents and pupils. 

Vibrant 

Mrs Jessop said: “Castle Caereinion Pri¬ 
mary School is pleased but not surprised 
at the recommendation made to the Powys 
County Council cabinet to keep this 
vibrant and successful Church in Wales 
school open. 

“We knew that our pupil numbers were 
healthy and a phone call to the school 
would have saved the county a lot of 
money and us a lot of effort. As the chair of 
governors, I would like to say a huge thank 
you to everybody who supported the 
school.” 

Last week it was announced that the 
council’s cabinet was recommending 
plans to save Castle Caereinion, Pon- 
trobert, Nantmel and Dolau schools. But it 
was recommended that formal consulta¬ 
tion begin to close primary schools at 
Cwmdu, near Crickhowell, Dolfor, near 
Newtown, and Trefnanney, near Meifod, 
at a meeting in July. 

The closures are part of a consultation 
into the future of primary education in 
Powys, where falling pupil numbers have 
left some schools with fewer children than 
recommended. 

Councillor Stephen Hayes, Powys 
County Council cabinet member for 
schools, said: “We are facing a significant 
problem of surplus places.”

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Facelift 
idea at 
pond for 
newts 

AN OSWESTRY “NEWT” 
pond, which was opened by 
the former mayor of London, 
Ken Livingstone, could be 
getting a facelift. 

The pond in Windsor Road 
was built 16 years ago to house 
a colony of newts that was 
under threat from bulldozers. 
But it has now become over¬ 
grown and is difficult to see 
because of the tall grasses. 

Local councillor Martin 
Bennett says he wants to see a 
project begin to make the pond 
more attractive to passers-by 
and residents. 

He wants people to volun¬ 
teer to help care for the pond 
and is looking for help from 
firms in the area to sponsor it. 

In the early 1990s work on a 
housing development ground 
to a halt when it was discov¬ 
ered that the land was home to 
the protected, great crested 
newt. 

Ecologists worked with 
Oswestry Borough Council 
and developers to create a new 
habitat for the creatures, 
including the Windsor Road 
newt pond at a cost of £10,000. 

Special escape ladders were 
built in nearby drainage gul¬ 
lies for unfortunate newts 
which fell down them. 

Mr Livingstone’s interest in 
the amphibians brought him 
to Oswestry to officially open 
the pond in 1995 and declare it 
a model for others to follow. 

Councillor Bennett said 
unfortunately the pond had 
since become overgrown and 
untidy. I am working with the 
countryside council to see if we 
can find a way of making the 
pond attractive to look at for 
the residents. 

“I really think we can to 
something to make it look 
much better. Maybe we could 
put out a call to volunteers to 
help and to firms in the area to 
sponsor the pond.”

'War zone' claim refuted 


COUNCILLORS WANT to visit 
Oswestry’s streets on a Satur¬ 
day night to investigate claims 
that the centre becomes a 
“war zone” at weekends. 

Oswestry’s taxi drivers are calling for 
CCTV systems to be fitted in their cabs 
believing they are vulnerable to abuse 
or attack from customers at the week¬ 
end. 

Attack 

“Oswestry town centre is like a war 
zone at weekends and taxi drivers feel 
vulnerable to abuse or attack,” said a 
letter from the Taxi Drivers’ Associa¬ 
tion. 

“The CCTV would not only protect 
drivers and passengers, but would give 
an extra pair of eyes to the police as 
they record not only the interior of the

taxi but also face forward and record 
events in the street.” 

But the claims were refuted by Oswes¬ 
try’s police inspector who said the town 
centre is far more peaceful now than it 
was a decade ago. 

Inspector Jim Stafford said the town 
was nothing like it was a decade ago when 
it was highlighted in a national newspaper 
for its alcohol problems. 

He said: “My young police officers 
wouldn’t recognise the town of a decade 
ago to the town centre of today. 

“The volunteer-run town centre CCTV 
has led to a marked reduction in crime and 
anti-social behaviour.” 

On Monday Oswestry town councillors 
decided they wanted to see the situation 
for themselves. 

Councillor Heather Bickerton said: 


“Going back to the borough council days I 
used to go out with the police on a Satur¬ 
day night quite frequently to see about the 
state of the crime in the town. 

“Would it be a good idea if one or two 
councillors went out to sit in a car and 
bring a report back to the council?” 

She said the report would show council¬ 
lors whether crime in the town was get¬ 
ting better or worse. 

Changed 

Councillor Martin Bennett said the 
offer had been made to councillors in the 
past. 

“I do think it would be a good idea.” 

Councillor Betty Gull said she had been 
out in the past as part of the old borough 
council licensing committee. 

“I personally would be interested to see 
if Oswestry really has changed.” 

Mark Higgins, chairman of the taxi 
association, sent a letter to Oswestry 
Town Council requesting help in getting 


the cameras for their cabs as the costs 
were high. 

It read: “Shropshire Council licensing 
department has strict conditions on 
CCTV so the cost is out of reach for most 
drivers.” 

But Councillor Gull said the issue of get¬ 
ting CCTV installed was a decision that 
would have to be taken by Shropshire 
Council. 

She said: “We are nothing whatsoever 
to do with the decisions made by Shrop¬ 
shire Council and the taxi association 
need to keep that in mind. 

“Whatever the taxi drivers want it is 
nothing to do with us. 

“ We can have a view but we cannot be 
party to a decision.” 

Councillors agreed to ask Inspector 
Stafford to give them the chance to “see 
the evening economy in Oswestry.”

Wait continues 
on Vyrnwy bid 

IT WILL BE this summer 
at the earliest before vil¬ 
lagers find out who will be 
put forward as the pre¬ 
ferred bidder for the £11 
million 25-year lease for 
the Lake Vyrnwy estate. 

The 23,000 acres of land 
was put on the market last 
year by Severn Trent. A 
number of parties have put 
in a bid for the lease includ¬ 
ing Bala-born business¬ 
man Rhys Jones, the RSPB 
and Mid Wales Housing 
Association. 

Sarah-Jayne O’Kane, 
spokeswoman for Severn 
Trent, said: “Due to the 
continuation of our due 
diligence process, a deci¬ 
sion has yet to be put to the 
board on a preferred bid¬ 
der for the Lake Vyrnwy. 

“We expect this to take 
place over the summer fol¬ 
lowing which there will be 
a 12-week consultation 
period with the Country¬ 
side Council for Wales.”

PLANS ARE being put 
together to ensure Llan- 
fyllin’s weekly market 
becomes even more popular 
among stallholders and 
shoppers, town councillors 
have revealed. 

Llanfyllin Town Council 
has agreed to take on run¬ 
ning the Thursday market 
from Powys County Coun¬ 
cil.

Increase 

She was speaking at the first meeting of the chamber 
since its April 6 re-launch when a completely new team 
of officials was elected to run the organisation. 

Chamber chairman, Martin Anderson, said the group 
would work alongside other stakeholders such as Oswes¬ 
try Town Council and Shropshire Council. 

“We will look to increase chamber representation on 
other groups and give the business people of Oswestry a 
voice,” he said. 

The chamber will look to increase numbers through a 
street-by-street membership drive and will look at 
involving bigger and multi-national companies. 

“Our priorities will be looking at how we influence the 
spending of retail development money, business rates, 
tourism and marketing the town,” he added. 

“We need to build new relationships with the shire 
halls and have our say on road construction and signage 
as well as the town’s parking systems. 

“We must promote Oswestry as an aspirational town 
and form working partnerships with councils, tourism 
bodies, the town development planners, the media, 
schools and colleges and the North Shropshire Economic 
Forum,” he added. 

The chamber will hold its next meeting on July 6.

Lines are a real talking point 



HANG ON, what’s this? A series 
of elaborate painted markings 
that look like the work of a knit¬ 
ting pattern designer who’s 
turned to road surface graffiti in 
a moment of madness have 
appeared on Whitefriars in 
Oswestry. 

Or perhaps it’s a dot-to-dot com¬ 
petition. “Either that or we are 
going to have a giant game of hop¬ 
scotch?” says resident Dave 
Matthews. 

“Seriously though, it looks like 
we are going to be dug up.” 

He’s right - highways workers 
are about to patch up huge 
swathes of the road surface that 
have been damaged by extreme 
weather conditions over recent 
winters. 

The markings, all numbered, 
have become the talk of Whitefri¬ 
ars, whose residents are braced for 
inconvenience and perhaps an out¬ 
break of hi-viz people with ‘stop- 
go’ lolliops. 

Dave Matthews isn’t worried 
about driving though. In his 
garage, his latest project is a mode 
of transport that’s a bit more, well, 
amphibious. 

“I’m building a canoe,” he says. 
It’s not his first either. He shows 
me several others, ranging from 
Canadian to eskimo-style kayaks, 
all the work of Dave’s own hand. 

“My wife said: ‘Not another 
canoe!’ he says. “I built my first 
one, a Canadian style canoe in 
1980, and then I’ve got the kayaks. 
But this one is a bit special, an orig¬ 
inal design. It’s got a flat bottom 
but I’ve designed it to suck air bub¬ 
bles under the bottom and hope¬ 
fully that will create less drag and 
go faster. 

“Once I get the bottom in, I’ll 
know where I stand.”

Let’s explain. It’s not random 
canoe-making for the sake of it. 
Dave is a member of Shropshire 
Paddlesport, a canoe club based at 
nearby Queens Head. 

“I’m just a leisure paddler but 
some of them are really good,” he 
continues. “At 731 am the oldest at 
the club - they have to help me into 
the boat sometimes!” 

I later learn that Dave recently 
starred on TV’s Countryfile. He 
doesn’t tell me that, a dickie bird 
down the road does. 

Actually there are quite a lot of 
dickie birds down the road, and 
most of them are talking about the 
dotted lines that have appeared. 

Ivor Morgan, 73, says: “The last 
two winters have done a lot of dam¬ 
age to roads but these aren’t that 
bad. They’ve got no worse, they’ve 
been like that for a couple of 


years - my concern is that the road 
may look worse when it’s done.” 

Ivor is looking well considering 
he’s on the mend from illness. 

“I’ve lost three stone,” he says. 
“I had an ulcer in my stomach that 
they found was cancerous - I had 
the whole of my stomach taken 
out. I’m only just getting over it.” 

Illness 

At the bus stop, Mrs Pugh and 
Mrs Myers - Hilda and Joan - are 
talking about all sorts, as you do at 
bus stops. “I’ve got to know quite a 
few people at the bus stop,” says 
Mrs Pugh. “You do,” adds Mrs 
Myers, “it’s a meeting point.” 

“Anyway, our bus is here, got to 
go, nice to meet you. . .” says Mrs 
Pugh as the 402 pulls up and the 
ladies disappear inside, waving. 

Another resident, Art Cawley, 


observes the numbered road 
markings and jokes: “It looks com¬ 
plicated. I was thinking of drawing 
a few on myself, with the same 
numbers. Only joking!” 

Art, with his wife, Dee, and their 
dog, Toby, are all out on a walk. 

At just 46, Dee is a proud grand¬ 
mother of seven, and, like many 
grandparents, has “retired” to 
help out with looking after some of 
them during the day. “I love it, it’s 
wonderful. I feel lucky,” she says. 

“And I’m a grumpy grandad!” 
adds Art, drier than a towel that’s 
been on the line all day. “And I like 
to have my Sundays off. The 
grandchildren call our kitchen 
‘grandad’s shop’ or ‘grandad’s 
cafe’. No, I like it really.” 

The street is characterised by 
neatly-kept bungalows, and the 
area has its fair share of older folk. 


Walking to her next appoint¬ 
ment in her nursing uniform, 
carer Pippa Cawley cuts a familiar 
sight. She loves caring for people, 
but she doesn’t suffer fools gladly. 

“It’s very enjoyable. You do 
what they want you to do, which 
can be making their breakfast, get¬ 
ting them up in the morning or a 
bit of housework. 

“But some people - and it’s not 
many - can be a bit cantankerous 
and I have been sworn at. I’m 
really quite patient, but if I’m 
pushed to the end...” 

She pauses, looks up at me and, 
flashing a grin, says: “You would 
not want to cross me.” 

I ask for her to pose for a photo. 

“Do you want my normal look? 
People say I look a bit stern with 
my normal look,” says Pippa. 

Normal is just fine, thanks.

AN OSWESTRY artist has become a 
full member of the Royal Birmingham 
Society of Artists.

Council is to spend £20,000 resolv¬ 
ing the problem. 

The work will make sure that 600 memo¬ 
rials comply with health and safety legisla¬ 
tion. The money is being taken from the 
council’s funding reserves. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said the coun¬ 
cil had carried out a significant number of 
improvements since taking over the man¬ 
agement of the cemetery in 2008. 

A shelter was provided last year for visi¬ 
tors to use in bad weather, which he said 
had proved very popular. The gazebo-type 
wooden shelter is close to the centre of the 
cemetery. 

Another weather-related improvement 
was the provision of heating, installed in the 
cemetery chapel. 

“Floral planters have been positioned 
around the site and memorial trees have 
been planted in the current burial site,” he 
said. 

“The town council is beginning the task of 
electronically listing all the old burial 
records, some 23,000 of them. This will 
make the management and research of 
graves a much faster process.” 

To help fund all the improvements the 
town council has now privately let the 
Cemetery Lodge which is bringing in added 
income. 

Another benefit for visitors has come 
from former mayor, Councillor Margaret 
Chamberlain. She donated a wheelchair in 
memory of her husband, Councillor Michael 
Chamberlain, which can be borrowed by 
less mobile cemetery visitors.

Company is fined £10,000 
over exposure to asbestos 


A MIDDLETOWN company has been ordered 
to pay £20,000 after its director and two self- 
employed workers were exposed to danger¬ 
ous asbestos fibres during work on a factory 
in Oswestry. 

John Todd Ltd was fined £10,000 and ordered to pay a 
further £10,000 court costs following the incident at the 
Mile Oak Industrial Estate. 

The refurbishment firm admitted breaching Section 3(1) 
of the Health and Safety at Work Act 1974 during a hearing 
at Shrewsbury Magistrates Court. 

The court heard the firm 
had been commissioned to 
refurbish a building on the 
industrial estate but when 
licensed asbestos removal 
contractors arrived on Octo¬ 
ber 18, they found two self- 
employed workers and 
company director John Todd 
had already started to 
remove the material. 

Disregard 

The company had taken 
no precautions to prevent 
the spread of fibres, the 
court heard. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive attended the site 
and immediately stopped all 
work. 

After the hearing, HSE 
Inspector Nic Rigby said: 
“John Todd Ltd showed an 
absolute disregard for the 
health and safety of workers 
on the site by allowing work 
with asbestos to take place 
fully aware it was present. 

“It is well known through¬ 
out industry that exposure 
to asbestos fibres can cause 
premature death, yet this 
company chose to expose its 
workers to this risk.” 

“The court recognised the 
severity of this appalling sit¬ 
uation. Exposure to asbestos 
can kill.”

A FAMOUS trophy housed 
at an Oswestry museum 
has been on display on the 
Isle of Man this week. 

Mountain Miles, an 
exhibition examining what 
it means to race on the 
island’s historic mountain 
circuit, opened at the 
House of Manannan in 
Peel on Saturday. 

The star of the show was 
the Humber motorcycle 
which won the first ever 
race held on the mountain, 
the 1911 Junior TT, with 
Percy Evans aboard. 

Accompanying it was 
the original trophy 
awarded to Evans in 1911, 
loaned by the Oswestry 
Road Racing Museum. 

The museum is housed 
at Park Hall Farm, Oswes¬ 
try. The earliest motor 
bike in the collection dates 
from 1922 and is a fine 
example of British engi¬ 
neering of the period. 

A major part of the col¬ 
lection provides a stunning 
visual account of the 
British motorcycle indus¬ 
try during its heyday in the 
50s and 60s.

Town police officer allays 
fears over drug problems

A SENIOR Oswestry policeman has moved to allay fears over the 
town’s GHB problem and said it is a “very low crime area”. 

Inspector Jim Stafford said he in no way wanted to diminish the per¬ 
sonal tragedies that the drug had led to, but he said the problem had to 
be put into perspective. 

He was speaking at a meeting of Oswestry’s Local Joint Committee, in the Cabin Lane 
Whole Life Centre, after Councillor Bill Benyon had said that media reports about GHB 
could hurt the town. He said: “We are not, as we are painted, the drug capital of the world. 

I don’t want people staying away from Oswestry because 
they think we have a drug problem.” 

Mr Stafford said there had been a problem with the GHB 
drug in Oswestry. 

“The issue of GHB had to be dealt with in Oswestry and 
the steps that are being taken by the police and other agen¬ 
cies are doing just that,” he said. 

“However, I am concerned that the problem must be put 
into perspective. 

Tragedies 

“While not wanting to diminish the personal tragedies 
that this drug has already caused to individuals, I must 
stress that GHB does only affect a very small percentage of 
the population.” 

“Oswestry is a very low crime area and is a great place in 
which to live and work.” 

Mr Stafford, who was first stationed in the town in 1985 
and has been its police inspector for 11 years, said that West 
Mercia police had continued to maintain a large presence in 
Oswestry. 

“Unlike neighbouring Chirk, which has just lost its only 
dedicated police officer, I have been able to keep ours in the 
villages of Gobowen, Weston Rhyn and St Martins, with two 
in Oswestry town and four in the Ellesmere area,” he said. 

“We also have nine Community Support officers that 
cover Oswestry.” 

He said that during the past decade he had never seen 
such good partnership working between the police and the 
other agencies and organisations. 

“We have monthly meetings that are not simply a strate¬ 
gic talking shop but that look at individual problems and 
solutions,” he said. 

“I hope we can all get the message across that Oswestry 
is a very, very, nice town. It is a very different town at night 
to the town of a decade ago when we had fights and anti¬ 
social behaviour every weekend,” he added. 

“My younger police officers would not recognise the pic¬ 
ture I could paint of what Oswestry was like then.”

A DUTCH drugs expert has 
joined the fight to tackle 
Oswestry’s GHB problem. 

And the detective leading 
the fight against the drug in 
Shropshire revealed the 
clampdown by police on the 
supply of the drug was hav¬ 
ing an effect. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Alan Edwards said it seemed 
the message was getting out 
that police in Shropshire 
were taking a zero tolerance. 

And he added that police 
would continue using vari¬ 
ous tactics, including raids 
on homes, to cut the supply. 

Mr Edwards said one of 
the tactics was a link-up 
with Amsterdam drugs offi¬ 
cer Arjen Wakker to discuss 
ways to combat the problem. 

Mr Wakker visited Oswes¬ 
try to learn the strategy offi¬ 
cers have been using to beat 
the drug. Mr Edwards said: 
“Having Arjen here is very 
useful for us because he has 
a huge knowledge of GHB. 

“We can share our tactics 
with him and he is telling us 
how Dutch police are dealing 
with their problem.” 

Mr Wakker said: “There is 
a rising problem in Holland 
with GHB. In 2004, 300 peo¬ 
ple were admitted to hospi¬ 
tal because of the drug. That 
figure has now risen to 
1,200.1 heard about the suc¬ 
cess police in Oswestry were 
having with their tactics and 
have come to learn from 
them.”

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Boundary review sparks 
call for changes in town 


OSWESTRY’S TOWN council 
boundaries need an overhaul to 
cope with anomalies which 
include one ward with one coun¬ 
cillor to every 1,000 people and 
another with one to just 200. 

A new housing estate is half in and half 
out of the town and the town boundary even 
runs through one property, a meeting has 
heard. 

A review of electoral arrangements is cur¬ 
rently under way across Shropshire, with 
Oswestry Town Council chosen as the first 
area to be looked at. 

At a recent meeting of the Oswestry Local 
Joint Committee, Mr Richard Thomas, head 
of democratic services, said Oswestry was cer¬ 
tainly the most complicated area to review. 

Even out 

“We have to look at the size of councils and 
of their wards and also the numbers of coun¬ 
cillors for each ward. 

“Oswestry is a growing town and there will 
be developments in certain areas which is also 
something we have to take into considera¬ 
tion.” 

He pointed out that the Gatacre ward had 
three councillors but just 600 electors while 
neighbouring Maserfield also had three coun¬ 
cillors but they served an electorate of 3,000. 

One of the ideas he said, was to change the 
boundaries to even out the difference. 

“We also need to look at the west of the 
town in the Trefonen Road and Broomhall 
Lane area where perhaps the town council 
boundary needs to change. The boundary 
here even goes through someone’s garden.” 

The east of the town, where there had been 
the biggest development so far, will also need 
to be looked at, Mr Thomas said. 

He suggested that the route of the A5 
Oswestry bypass in the east may become the 
line of a new town boundary. At the moment 
part of Oswestry town is in the countryside on 
the Whittington side of the bypass yet not far 
away the rural boundary goes inside the road¬ 
line. 

“There is a housing development, Heritage 
Park, where some houses are in the town 
council area and some within the rural 
parish.” 

Shropshire Council is consulting with the 
public before drawing up a draft plan for 
boundary changes.

Council 

refects 

shelter 

takeover 

OSWESTRY councillors have 
refused to look after a bus 
shelter in the town after 
Shropshire Council said they 
were unable to replace it. 

Members of the town coun¬ 
cil wrote to the unitary 
authority to say they would 
consider adopting the shelter, 
near the town’s post office, if it 
was replaced. 

But now this will not hap¬ 
pen because the unitary’s cap¬ 
ital budget has been cut 
‘considerably’. 

A letter to the town council 
read: “Due to these restric¬ 
tions it is regrettable that we 
are now unable to fund any 
new replacement for the shel¬ 
ter at the Post Office, Oswes¬ 
try, in the near future.” 

The letter added that 
Shropshire Council would 
carry out a deep clean and 
repairs to the current shelter. 

Councillor Betty Gull said: 
“We said we would take it on if 
it was replaced. They have 
refused to replace it so we 
won’t take it on board.” 

Councillor Bill Benyon said: 
“I am not surprised. First the 
toilets, now the bus shelter. 
What next?” 

David Preston, town council 
clerk confirmed: “That was 
the condition. If they replaced 
the shelter we would adopt it.” 

He will write to Shropshire 
Council to inform them they 
will not fund it.

PEOPLE WHO oppose the 
Welsh Assembly Govern¬ 
ment’s policy on windfarms 
are being urged to sign an e- 
petition before the closing 
date of midday on June 17. 

The petition has been set 
up by John Day from 
Bwlchyffridd and can be 
found at http://www.assem- 
blywales.org/gethome/e-peti- 
tions/epetition-list-of-signato 
ries.htm?pet_id=579. 

It calls on the Assembly 
Government to change its 
policy on windfarms, better 
known as Technical Advice 
Note (TAN) 8: Planning for 
Renewable Energy (2005). 

To connect electricity gen¬ 
erated by up to 17 proposed 
new windfarms in the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire and bordering 
uplands, National Grid is 
proposing to build a 20-acre 
substation either at Aber- 
mule, near Newtown, or at 
Cefn Coch, near Llanfair 
Caereinion. 

Electricity harvested by 
the substation will then be 
carried in 400,000 volt cables 
to the existing National Grid 
line in Shropshire, either 
along the Severn on Vyrnwy 
valleys. 

Campaigners argue that if 
there are no new windfarms 
built in Montgomeryshire 
there will be no need for the 
substation, pylons or cables. 
They also claim that wind 
turbines are inefficient and 
would not be viable without 
generous Government subsi¬ 
dies. 

Mr Day said he had to wait 
until after the National 
Assembly of Wales elections 
before being able to set up the 
e-Petition: Say No to Tan 8 - 
Windfarms and High Voltage 
Power Lines Spoiling our 
Community.

CAMPAIGNERS IN Oswestry are 
calling for council chiefs not to 
take the axe to town centre trees 
at the height of the tourist sea¬ 
son. 

Shropshire Council says it cannot confirm 
when it will send a team to cut down the 
cherry trees at Festival Square. 

Oswestry businesswoman Jools Payne 
has led a campaign to keep the trees and said 
council chiefs should now wait for the main 
tourist season to end before felling the trees. 

She said a busy tourist season was vital to 
businesses in the town and many people 
came to Oswestry to enjoy the townscape 
which the Festival Square trees offered. 

Last year, Shirehall officers gave approved 
for the nine trees in Festival Square to be 
felled after councillors heard they were pos¬ 
ing a health and safety problem. 

Decision 

Officers said tree roots were causing iron 
grids to lift in the street and some surrounding 
paving slabs to buckle. 

The councillors agreed that the cherry trees 
would be replaced by new trees, a variety called 
Golden Rain. But months later the trees are 
still standing. 

Mrs Payne said: “We are still campaigning 
for the trees to be retained and we think it is the 
wrong decision. 

“We think some of the healthy trees can still 
be retained and an alternative should be looked 
at in how to deal with the trip hazard the coun¬ 
cil say has been created. 

“A lot of business people in the town have 
been asking when the trees are to go and what 
we don’t want is the work to start when the 
town is trying to attract tourists and visitors 
during the summer months. 

“We are still campaigning to keep the trees 
but we at the very least we want the work to be 
delayed until after the tourist season. The trees 
in glorious blossom last month resonated with 
many and put their fate back on the radar. 

“We still have campaigners who have offered 
to chain themselves to the trees when the coun¬ 
cil comes to remove them.” 

Ron Buzzacott, head of highways and trans¬ 
port at Shropshire Council, said: “We are look¬ 
ing at the most appropriate period for carrying 
out the works to the trees and the car park. ”

Colleges' governors giving 
their blessing to merger 


A SHROPSHIRE COLLEGE 
has moved a step closer to 
merging with another in 
Cheshire after governors 
backed the proposals. 

Walford and North Shropshire 
College and Reaseheath College, in 
Nantwich, announced that they 
were in talks about a possible 
merger earlier this year. 

Now the scheme has won backing 
from governors at both colleges. It 
means Government education chiefs 
will now examine the merits of a pos¬ 
sible merger. 

If successful, the change could 
take place as soon as April 2012. 

It would affect the college’s cam¬ 
puses at Oswestry and Walford, near 
Baschurch. 

Bosses insist a merged institution 
would have benefits for students and 
the local economies of both counties. 

New jobs could be on the cards if 
the merger comes off, but its too 
early to say how many roles might be 
created. 

Lucy Evans, a WNSC spokes¬ 
woman, said: “The board of gover¬ 
nors at both colleges have voted in 
favour of a merger and now the Gov¬ 
ernment will be looking at the pro¬ 
posals.” 


In a joint statement, the colleges 
said that merging would create “the 
potential to provide an even wider 
and better educational experience 
for all current and future learners, 
as well as positively impacting on the 
local economies of both counties”. 

The statement continued: “The 
merger would positively affect the 
student experience and the quality 
of provision at the colleges. 

“The resulting investment capac¬ 
ity would deliver increased value 
and drive new opportunities for all 
learners; a merged college would 
have a level of financial strength to 
be able to invest more extensively in 
course development, the estates, the 
learning environment, and new 
technology. 

“Both colleges see the potential 
benefits of combining resources, 
expertise and reputations as well as 
paving the way for an increase in 
recruitment across all areas of the 
curriculum, including higher educa¬ 
tion, through such a venture.” 

Under the plans there would also 
be opportunities for both colleges to 
benefit from the provision offered by 
each other and to extend the range of 
the curriculum at the three main 
campuses.

The council’s environ¬ 
mental health team has 
issued the reminder during 
the Food Standards 
Agency’s Food Safety Week. 

The team will have dis¬ 
plays at the council’s office 
in Severn Street where food 
safety tips and quiz sheets 
will be available. Lunch box 
size cool bags, supplied by 
the FSA, will also be avail¬ 
able while stocks last. 

Councillor Geraint Hop¬ 
kins, cabinet member for 
environment and regula¬ 
tion, said: “Food poisoning is 
a miserable experience but 
can be so easily avoided. Just 
storing, handling and cook¬ 
ing food properly will min¬ 
imise the risk.” 

The FSA advises the fol¬ 
lowing principles: 

• Proper cooking will kill 
food bugs. It’s especially 
important to make sure 
poultry, pork, burgers and 
sausages are cooked all the 
way through. 

• Avoiding cross-contami¬ 
nation is also extremely 
important. Make sure you 
store raw meat covered and 
at the bottom of the fridge. 

• Clean hands in the 
kitchen are vital in the fight 
against food poisoning while 
food must be kept at the 
right temperature.

Shining a spotlight on the pubs 
and hostelries of memory lane 


TIME TO put the ‘local’ into your local 
paper - by shining the pictorial spotlight on 
one or two pubs and hotels of yesteryear in 
Oswestry. 

These days pubs are closing at a frightening rate, so 
there will be lots of hostelries in the town which are just 
fading memories. 

We start our trip down memory lane at the old Queen’s 
Hotel in Leg Street, thanks to a photo loaned to us by 
Shrewsbury author and historian David Trumper. 

It has no date, but judging by the car it’s around 1910. 

At some stage the square corner of the hotel was cham¬ 
fered off - to open out the junction into Oswald Road a bit, 
presumably. 

Smoking 

The building is now flats, a shop, a youth cafe and Qube gallery. 
When did the Queen’s Hotel close? Good question - answers on a 
postcard please. 

Next stop is Ye Olde Butcher’s Arms in Willow Street. And we 
know what it was like inside thanks to a drawing dating from 
about 1950 by Alan Roulstone, who was a professional pub artist, 
and lived at Llanarmon Dyffryn Ceiriog. 

He made black and white drawings of pubs for advertising pur¬ 
poses between 1949 and 1987. 

This picture was loaned to us by his son Michael Roulstone, of 
Llangynog. What the picture doesn’t capture is the blue-grey 
smoke haze that a lot of pubs had in the days when smoking was 
allowed in them. 

The Butcher’s Arms, which is thought to date back to Eliza¬ 
bethan times, still stands, of course, so you can still get a drink 
there and savour the olde worlde atmosphere. 

But it was a near run thing. Around the early 1960s there were 
proposals to demolish it and replace it with a modern building. 
Thankfully, wiser counsels prevailed. 

Lastly, we’ll go back to another Oswestry hotel - the Bear Hotel 
this time - and meet the staff, thanks to a photo which was e- 
mailed to us by Edward Fitzpatrick, of Trench Bridge Farm, 
Ellesmere. 

“The picture shows, seated in the centre, my maternal great- 
grandparents, Richard and Mary-Elizabeth Richards, in the back 
yard of the Bear Hotel, Oswestry, some time around 1922 I’m 
thinking. 

“They ran the Bear Hotel from 1919 until my great grandfa¬ 
ther’s death in 1938. 

“On the far right, seated, is my grandmother along with her sis¬ 
ter and brothers, and also members of the Bear Hotel staff stand¬ 
ing at the back,” he told us. 

You won’t find the Bear today - it’s been renamed quite 
recently.

OSWESTRY’S thriving arts 
culture is to continue to 
receive local authority funding 
despite a change in the way 
Shropshire Council awards 
grants to the arts. 

The council has ended its tradi¬ 
tional, county-wide arts funding 
programme, instead dividing the 
money between the 20 Local Joint 
Committees across the county. 

There had been fears it could mean 
the Oswestry and District Arts Associa¬ 
tion, which has for many years received 
funding to run its own small grants 
scheme, would miss out. 

But at the latest Oswestry UC meet¬ 
ing, councillors agreed to give £2,000, 


the largest donation it could make, to 
the association. 

Councillor Martin Bennett explained 
that the association, which was created 
in 1974, had been traditionally funded 
by the now dissolved Oswestry Borough 
Council, the county and Oswestry 
Town Council. 

“It is an important association for 
Oswestry,” he said. 

“It can take a strategic look at the 
whole area and how the arts are 
funded.” 

In a report to the meeting, held at 
Cabin Lane Wholelife Centre, commu¬ 
nity action manager Kate Garner said 
moving the funding source simplified 
“the process of approving funding for 
projects that cover both Oswestry town 
and its surrounding hinterland”. 


Production 
had one of 
best sets 
ever seen 

THE undoubted star of the Oswes¬ 
try Big Cigar’s latest production was 
nowhere to be seen during its three 
performances. 

He was Marches School head caretaker 
Cliff Sagar who was part of the brilliant 
backstage crew that brought Norman 
Robbins’ Prescription for Murder vividly 
to life on the Marches School stage.

Other crew included his wife Ann 
Sagar, on front of house, Dave Morgan on 
lighting, Gordon McCombe on photogra¬ 
phy, Kirsty Dawson on programmes and 
Helen Roberts as the prompt. 

On stage, Stephen Humphreys gave a 
powerful performance of a village doctor 
convinced his wife, played so ably and 
convincingly by Debra Collings, was a 
hypochondriac. But the unexpected cli¬ 
max proved she was far worse than that. 

The couple’s friends, played by excel¬ 
lent veteran actor Malcolm Lord and his 
domineering stage wife Margaret Lloyd, 
who was word perfect and so professional, 
batted the plot well between the doctor’s 
charlady, played so ably by Barbara 
Wilcock, and the doctor and his wife. 

Then enter stage left, sophisticated 
widow, played by Janet Williams, who 
tried to woo the doctor and whose pledge 
of a £40 million legacy for him, proved a 
plot blinder. She is a great asset to the Big 
Cigar and a catalyst to the audience’s wild 
suppositions.

nip took birdwatching 
to dizzy new heights... 


ALTHOUGH I wouldn’t quite describe myself 
as an adrenaline junkie, I think I do fairly well 
under pressure. 

I’m not scared of heights, I enjoy climbing and I’ll try any¬ 
thing once. With that in mind, I thought my recent trip to the 
Wyre Forest and the Go Ape experience would be a walk in the 
park. Little did I know that I’d come back with a couple of 
superb wildlife encounters and two hands that are barely allow¬ 


ing me to type this column! 

After signing our lives 
away, myself and my fiancee 
hauled ourselves up to the 
start of the course and set off 
into the treetops. By the time 
we’d scaled the third rope lad¬ 
der and whizzed down the sec¬ 
ond zip wire, our muscles were 
aching and our nerves were 
somewhat shredded; so much 
for “not afraid of heights”. 

When one embarks on the 
Go Ape course, you have a fair 
amount to remember in a 
short space of time. There are 
three different safety ropes 
and a very particular way of 
clipping yourself in and letting 
go. The last thing you need 
when you’re 50ft up in the 
canopy, is a distraction. 

I’m sure most people don’t 
get distracted from the task in 
hand, for the very reason that 
they are trying to prevent 
themselves plummeting to 
their deaths on the roots 
below, but if you’re interested 
in gaining a rare glimpse of 
canopy-life high up in the for¬ 
est, you’d better beware. 

I had just reached the high¬ 
est point and watched my 
partner zoom out of view down 
the zip-wire, when I heard a 
frantic chirping next to me. 

At first I was so used to gaz¬ 
ing, neck bent, up at the 
crowns of the trees, that I had¬ 
n’t appreciated that here, you 
were part of the crown and I 
was still looking up. 

Soon a fluttering caught my 
attention; a fledgling bird, not 
three feet away, so close in 
fact that I could have reached 
out over and touched the little

thing - a young redstart. Red¬ 
starts are not particularly 
common in the UK. They are 
listed as an “amber species” 
and are in decline. They are 
immediately identifiable by 
their bright red tails and the 
males have a beautiful blue- 
grey back. I think they are also 
one of the prettiest birds here 
in Shropshire. 

I stood and scrutinised this 
little gem for a few minutes 
before an instructor below 
asked if I was okay and had I 
forgotten how to clip myself 
in? Cheeky so and so. 

On another high point in 
the trees, a nuthatch, appar¬ 
ently unconcerned with these 
strange, harness “apes” enter¬ 
ing their domain, paid me a 
visit. The nuthatch’s call is 
about as stereotypical a bird 
sound as you’ll ever hear. 
Tweet-tweet-tweet. However 
it isn’t usually the call I listen 
for, but the scratching and 
tacking on dried wood that 
gives the bird’s presence away. 

So go on, go ape for our tree- 
top birds. Whether it’s with 
binoculars or ropes, enjoy 
what the woods have to offer; 
but remember, if you go for the 
latter, make sure you clip 
yourself in.

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warning over moves 
to phase out cheques

AN OSWESTRY solicitor has 
called for the phasing out of 
cheques to be delayed until bet¬ 
ter alternatives are found. 

Ian Goodwin, partner and head of the 
agriculture department at Lanyon 
Bowdler, said rural business relied heav¬ 
ily on cheques. 

“Until a viable replacement is found, 
cheques are vital to the way rural busi¬ 
nesses operate,” he said. 

“Many rural businesses cannot afford 
the cost of utilising electronic payment 
methods 

“There are alternatives being pro¬ 
posed, such as ‘chips’ to be used with sen¬ 
sors and the use of mobile phones, but 
these still fail to address access and sig¬ 
nals problems in rural areas and also the 
ability of users - particularly where they 
fall into older age groups.” 

Transaction 

The board of the UK Payments Council 
has set a date of October 2018 to aim for 
a complete phase-out of the use of 
cheques. There is a proviso that this can 
only happen if adequate alternatives are 
developed, but the decision has been crit¬ 
icised as being out of touch with certain 
sectors of the community. 

“Although many stores no longer 
accept cheques, and in spite of them being 
the most expensive form of transaction 
for shops, many rural businesses rely on 
this method of payment,” he added. 

“Rural businesses represent a large 
number of small businesses where alter¬ 
native methods of payment have not yet 
been implemented. 

“The board has described the cheque as 
in ‘terminal decline’ and in setting the 
phase-out date hopes to encourage the 
advance of other payment types. 

“However, in consulting with other 
bodies, it could well be that the Payments 
Council receives a surge of support for 
this more traditional method of pay¬ 
ment.”

MOTORISTS are grow¬ 
ing more satisfied with 
their vehicles, according 
to a survey of more than 
16,000 car owners. 

And the biggest increase 
in satisfaction levels over 
the last 12 months has 
come in the car servicing 
category, the poll found. 

The Lexus IS was the 
top-rated model and Lexus 


also topped the manufac¬ 
turers’ satisfaction table in 
the survey by information 
services company JD 
Power and Associates and 
What Car? magazine. 

In contrast, the Ford Ka 
was 108th and last in the 
model table, while Vaux¬ 
hall was bottom of the 28- 
strong manufacturers’ 
table. 


Overall satisfaction lev¬ 
els averaged 79.4 per cent 
compared with 78.9 per 
cent in last year’s survey.

THERE’S nothing like 
stalling a car at a set of 
traffic lights and watch¬ 
ing a queue of impatient 
drivers wait for your 
next move to bring you 
back down to earth with 
a bump. 

Thankfully I didn’t have to 
lift a finger -1 had a man jump 
out and turn the starting han¬ 
dle for me. This was a driving 
lesson with a difference. 

When a car has three ped¬ 
als, including reverse in the 
centre and the brake on the 
right plus a hand throttle, it’s 
best to take expert advice 
before mixing it with more 
modern metal. 

Coincidence 

And that’s exactly what I 
did before taking to the roads 
of Dagenham in a Model T. In 
case you didn’t know, Ford in 
the UK is 100 years old. It’s a 
happy coincidence that the 
firm has launched its all-new 
Focus ‘world car’ this year, 
and its arrival is a good oppor¬ 
tunity to take the wheel of 
what started it off all those 
years ago. 

The Model T’s inception 
and subsequent lengthy pro¬ 
duction run is a story in itself. 
What’s just as interesting is 
how cars have both changed 
out of all recognition yet in 
many ways have stayed the 
same since Ford’s original 
world car broke cover. To 
drive, the Model T appears to 
be simplicity itself. In reality, 
at least to a vintage car novice, 
things couldn’t be more dif¬ 
ferent. The lack of conven¬ 
tion - the pedals are a prime 
example - prompts you to con¬ 
centrate doubly hard, while 
the car’s hand throttle and 
long-throw handbrake-cum- 


gear selector demand a new¬ 
found level of dexterity when 
on the move. 

Get it right, though, and 
the feeling of achievement is a 
special one. Get it wrong and 
you’ve most likely stalled the 
car or have found yourself 
travelling a bit too fast for 
that 20th-century speed 
hump. The car’s brakes are, 
shall we say, modest by cur¬ 
rent standards. 

After a brisk drive around 
the local area - including a 


trio of stalls - it was back into 
a BMW 5 Series. A simple 
push of a button turned over 
its super-efficient six-cylinder 
turbo diesel motor. Contrast 
that with a few, firm turns on 
a starting handle and the need 
to keep your thumb out of the 
way in case the handle kicked 
back. 

The experience was both 
exciting and humbling - 20 
mph felt twice as fast thanks 
to the car’s lack of roof and 
basic windscreen. It also gen¬ 


erated a lot of respect for 
those early motorists. I was 
out on a sunny day, but imag¬ 
ine having to contend with 
wind, rain or worse on a regu¬ 
lar basis. Even with the roof in 
place, the protection offered 
was minimal. No question, 
those early adopters were a 
hardy bunch. 

It’s true that we’ve never 
had it so good when it comes 
to the technology and refine¬ 
ment of modern cars. But 
when you examine something 


like a Model T, you realise 
that little has changed. 
There’s still a wheel at each 
corner and one for the driver 
to hold, drive to the engine is 
via a shaft and the fundamen¬ 
tal technology behind the 
Model T’s engine is closer to 
that 5 Series than BMW 
would like to admit. 

I’m not demanding my own 
personal jetpack but I do hope 
the next 100 years sees a big¬ 
ger leap in car design.

Tty eco driving 
to save money 
on fuel costs 


WHEELS AND DEALS 

THE average driver in the UK 
could save nearly £300 a year by 
using eco driving techniques, 
according to research by Conti¬ 
nental Tyres. 

A survey found that this adds up to 
more than £1 billion a year for 
motorists in Britain, or the equivalent 
of a shocking £18,000 over the driving 
lifetime of a motorist at today’s fuel 
prices.

“By making minor alterations to your 
driving technique and doing regular basic 
checks such as tyre pressure, motorists 
can save hundreds of pounds a year.” 

The survey also revealed that 50% of 
people fear that further fuel increases will 
force them off the roads even though they 
rely on driving to get to work. 

Continental Tyres eco driving tips: 

1. Check the pressure of your tyres reg¬ 
ularly. 

2. Get rid of unnecessary loads. 

3. Make sure your tyres are properly 


aligned to reduce fuel usage and avoid 
uneven wear. 

4. Plan unfamiliar journeys to reduce 
the chance of getting lost and check the 
traffic news. 

5. Always drive in the highest possible 
gear for the speed you are doing but do not 
let the engine labour. 

6. Drive within the speed limit - the 
faster you go, the more fuel you use. 

7. Drive with a little more distance to 
the vehicle ahead of you to avoid harsh 
braking. 

8. Only turn on the air conditioning and 
heaters when really needed.

equipment.
